That he in determined to bring 
suit ngalnnt the Town of Raymond 
for $5000 damages for the lower¬ 
ing of the grade in front of 8<<e- 
urity Block in the construction of 
the now cement sidewalks, is the 
information given to the Recorder 
last Friday by Geo. W. Green. 
He contends that damage to the 
above extent has been done be¬ 
cause the public must take a step 
up to enter the hnildilig. 

This action was launched some 
days ago through Mr. Green’s at¬ 
torney, D. H. Elton. Action has 
lieen dropped for the time being as 
suit was found to be premature be¬ 
cause of a law requiring first a 
report of the contracting engineer. 
This report will not be made until 
all sidewalks are completed. Mr. 
Green maintains tlint ns soon as 
this report is tendered action will 
be commenced unless some satis¬ 
factory settlement is made.

Three Tons Increase Over 
Later Planting Tests Show

If the whole field had been 
planted at the earlier date, Mr. 
Jefferies would have received a 
beet cheek showing iv total of

Anyone can do the same this 
year by getting the seed iu the 
ground early’. Averages for years 
have shown that the early planting 
generally gives a higher tonnage 
than the later planting. Last year 
mi approximately ten thousand 
uersB harvested in the Brush dis¬ 
trict tlie beets planted early pro¬ 
duced the higher yields. The ac¬ 
reage planted in the Brush district: 

Prior to April 15 produced 15.50 

tons per acre. 

Between April 15 and May 15, 

13.38 tons per acre. 

After May 15,11.80 tons per acre.

2.03 tons more per acre at harvest 
time than lie got on the remainder 
of tlie same field. - 

The ten acres on the west side, 
of the field was planted April 25 
but the remainder of the field was 
not seeded until May 12. The ear 
lier planting produced at the rate 
of 21.45 tons per acre, while tlie 
beets planted later yielded 18.52 
tons. 

The side of the field that was 
planted first was plowed March 
1. but the rest of the field was 
not plowed uiilil march 10, , The 
soil was turned up to a depth of 
about 10 inches, harrowed three 
times, floated, and then harrowed 
seeding.

Following a 
rain on June ti, Mr. Jeffries rolled 
the field to break the crust, before 
thinning the early planting. The 
late beets were not thinned until 
Juno 23 to 27.

Stop The Flood 

T\u problem of erect Ins an effective dam to stem the flood United 
Fiau»s publications, already large and steadily rising, pouring into Canada 
and tending to Americanise out social thought, national ideals and policies, 
lias for some time occasioned serious consideration on tho part of Canadian 
publishers, and is now giving concern to people who are in no way identified 
with the publishing business. 

A large section of the Canadian people not strongly opposed to restrictive 
P°:i‘ • * ta • d on the protective principle, while others dislike the idea of 
placing a ban on the free interchange of reading matter, and all are more or 
1- averse to the adoption of any policy which might be interpreted as im 
friendly fly our next door neighbors. But, as pointed out in last week’s 
ar icle in thi column, the situation has become a very serious one not only 
:r, Canadian publishers, but for Canada ag a national entity. 

Prohibition of Catted States publications is not to be thought of. except 
In the case of those which overstep the bounds of morals and decency in their 
1'agrant attempt at sensationalism to whet the appetites and appeal to the 
pu rl idness of their readers. The United States should itself place a ban 
on these, and If it falls to do so there Is no reason in the world why Canada 
should noi protect itself by taking such action. Such publications are not 
in cessary to any people. They serve no gopd or useful purpose, and are 
wholly harmful. 

A suggestion recently advanced and now lining widely discussed is that, 
w hile not placing any obstacle in the way of United States papers and maga¬ 
zines entering Canada, a tax should be imposed on the advertising matter 
contained in them. Canada is used as a “dumping” ground for these maga¬ 
zines anti papers largely for the purpose of increasing circulation, ythereby 
boosting advertising rates and revenue for the publishers and providing an 
avenue through which United States manufacturers and others can attractlve- 
1> place their wares before the Canadian public. These magazines are sold 
in Canada at a price considerably below the cost of production, and tons of 
t nun are carried annually by the Canadian post ofllce department at an actual 
loss to the Government. 

That these American publications are circulated in Canada solely in order 
to obtain additional distribution of these advertisements is fairly well dem¬ 
onstrated by the fact that in their literary contents little or no attempt is 
inad* to cater to the views and tastes of Canadian readers. They are “Amer- 
ican," in the United States acceptation of that word, through and through. 

Take the current issue of one of the weekly publicalions which has a very 
large circulation in Canada. It consists of 210 pages, printed on book paper, 
and each copy weighs over a pound and a half. It retails for five cents, ot 
lors than the cost of the white paper. Of the 240 pages, 91 are devoted to 
reading matter and Illustrations all, with the exception of the front cover, 
printed in black ink. The other 146 pages are advertisements, and. 64 of these 
are full page advt rtisements printed in all the colors of the rainbow, and then 
come—reds, blues, greens, purples, browns, yellows, pinks, mauves and vary-1 
leg shades and combinations ol these colors. In a word, this magazine is 
mainly an advertising catalogue, and a beautifully attractive one at that, of' 
United States goods. 

If all this advertising matt* r entered .^‘ M Vjda ajLhdialogue, or aji sini iu 
fiflrcrtVinp mauer. thousands »n dollars ».ouid liaveTo be paid on it in Cus¬ 
toms duties, but coming in under the guise of a magazine it is practically duty i 
free. And In addition the Canadian post office distributes a large percentage 
of it for a purely nominal sum. It would cost these United. Stales advertis¬ 
ers millions of dollars annually to themselves print and distribute this matter , 
in Canada. « \ 

Therefore, it is argued, and with reason, that while United States maga¬ 
zines should still be allowed free entry into Canada, a tax should be imposed 
on the advertising matter contained, in them somewhat comparable to the 
amount that would b.* collected if such advertising was sent in as such and 
not as part of magazine. 

The effect, of course, would be a decided decrease In the number of such 
publications sent into Canada because the publishers, having to pay this ta£ ' 
would be obliged to sifktain the loss, or increase their subscription price in 
this country to cover it. and circulations would, automatically drop. If the 
tax did not have this effect, then it would at least increase our national 
revenues. 

Canadians may naturally object to paying largely increased prices through 
Customs duties imposed on foreign-made articles they require to purchase, 
and on Canadian-made goods the price of which is advanced under cover of 
tariff protection, but they are not likely to object tb a tax being pluccd on the 
advertising propaganda of United States concerns canvassing for business in 
tho Dominion. . 


Upper Air Currents 

Scientist Says Region of Upper Strata 
Hae Tropical Climate 
Discussion of the observation of 
meteors, made during a lifetime by W. 
F. Denning, the English amateur as 
tronomer, has reyealed a totally new 
aspect of tho upper air, according to 
Professor If. II. Turner. , 

“It lias been known for some 
lime,” says Professor Turner, that 
tho temperature, which falls rapidly 
as wo ascend for tho first few miles, 
ceases to fall about eight Julies up. 
This is beyond the reach of aeroplanes 
and balloonists, but not beyond that ot 
exploring toy balloons. Even their 
information, however, has a limit 
short of twenty miles. 

“Meteors have now extended our i 
knowledge up to fifty miles and have 
shown that the atmosphere becomes 
actually hotter in a certain region 
of these uppey strata; the climate be¬ 
comes tropical as regards temperature. 
We may confidently expert important 
consequences to follow this new clue.”

Vancouver.—That Canada should 
have an ambassador in London, and 
Britain In turn should have an ambas- j 
sador in Ottawa, was the opinion ex¬ 
pressed by Prof. I). A. McArthur, of 
Queen's University, in an address be

He declared a Canadian ambassa¬ 
dor at Washington should be ap 
pointed as soon as possible.

It is not printed for the purpose of 
satisfying selfish motives. 

True it is that r newspaper gives 
away much, especially whore char¬ 
ity is concerned, but it docs not fob 
low that the publisher should ad¬ 
opt charity as an established out¬ 
turn and open the doors freely to 
All comers. Since the only thing 
that a paper has to sell is space, 
the publisher who gives it away 
is no wiser thsn the merchant who 
gives away a hat or a suit of clothes 
to the man who comes into his 
store and asks for them.

Here and Tkere 


-iaims staked in the Red Lake 
gold mining field are keeping the 
recorder’s office busy. Prospectors 
are of the belief that the area from 
Rod Lake to the Manitoba boundary 
is promising and already many 
square miles of territory west of 
Red Lake has been staked. 

During the eleven months ending 
February 28, the ordinary revenue 
of the Dominion was $337.898,449 or 
an increase of twenty-nine millions 
over the sum of $308,994,207 for the 
corresponding period of the previous 
year. Ordinary expenditure is about 
the same as a year ago. On Febru¬ 
ary 28 last it totalled $276,629,417. 

Archie Gee, the good-natured chef 
on the Canadian Pacific liner Em¬ 
press of Asia, superintended the 
trana-Pacific voyage of 50,000 Cana¬ 
dian fish eggs from Vancouver to 
Kobe. The shipment necessitated 
extremely careful handling. The 
eggs were packed in ice and had to 
be kept at an even temperature dur¬ 
ing the entire voyage. 

Lord Allenby, conqueror of Pales¬ 
tine, was greeted by huge crowds on 
his arrival in Montreal in March. 
The leaders of the local militia were 
on hand to do homage to the famous 
general who placed a wreath on the 
monument to Canada’s fallen soldiers 
in the Windsor Station. Viscount 
Allenby also spoke at the St. Denis 
Theatre. 

The Dominion Experimental Farms 
system announces the introduction 
of a new and valuable variety of 
field peas which may mean to the 
field peas what Marquis has meant, 
to the growers of wheat in the 
west. The new variety is a selection 
from a cross made at Ottawa be¬ 
tween Mummy and Black Eye Mar¬ 
rowfat varieties. 

Gross earnings of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway during 1925 
amounted to $183,356,006, as com- j 
pared with $182,502,156 in 1924, j 
while working expenses last year ! 
totalled $143,201,230 as compared 
with $145,274,914 in 1924, leaving a 
balance, after deduction of fixed 
charges, of $25,216,259 for 1925, as 
compared with $22,656,955 in 1924. 

In an interview in Montreal re¬ 
cently, E. W. Beatty, president and 
chairman of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, said that the National Con¬ 
ference of Education, scheduled for 
April, would be of incalculable im¬ 
portance for the future of the Cana¬ 
dian people.

T wenty-six blue-coated, brass-hut-1 
toned, be-medalled, Canadian 
Pacific Railway policemen were on 
hand to greet Lord Edmund Allenby, 
conqueror of Palestine, when the 
famous soldier visited Montreal re¬ 
cently. Thty Stood smartly at atten¬ 
tion while the English general laid a 
wreath on the monument to the fallen 
ioldiers In the Windsor Station and 
icted as his escort after his tribute. 

Every one of these con tables is a 
certified St. John Ambulance Asso¬ 
ciation First Aid graduate. They are 
unong the best first aid teams in the 
country. 

Since the inauguration of the Can¬ 


adian Pacific Railway Council of the 
St. John Ambulance Association over 
25,000 employees have been instruct¬ 
ed in the art of rendering first aid. 
This includes every branch of the 
service. 

Exclusively employed on Canadian 
Pacific Railway trains, some two 
hundred and sixty-two employees of 
the sleeping, dining and parlor cars 
recently passed the first aid examina¬ 
tion prescribed by the St John Am¬ 
bulance Association This group of 
men consists of conductors, stewards, 
chefs, waiters, porters nnd others 
who are employed on C P R. trains 
only. 


The men who passed the examina¬ 
tions studied in their own time and 
without a shadow of compulsion. 
They voluntarily underwent a two 
months’ course of instruction by one 
of the Company’s First Aid instruc¬ 
tors. 

In all, 421 employees took these 
classes, but a number of these men 
were engaged on long-run trains and 
so were unable to uttend all the 
classes owing to absence from town. 
Accordingly they did not present 
themselves before the medical exa¬ 
miner, as they felt they were hardly 
prepared to pass the searching test 
Involved The knowledge they have 


gained, however, will stand them in 
good stead when the next series of 
classes is held. 

The foregoing information came in 
the form of an announcement at the 
headquarters of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in Montreal and is striking 
illustration of the enthusiasm with 
which First Aid instruction is regard¬ 
ed by the railway employees. First Aid 
classes are now being held at Quebec, 
Three Rivers, Montreal, Ottawa, Hull, 
and Smiths F'alls in Eastern Canada 
and are being well attended by em¬ 
ployees iQ all branches of the C. P. U. 
service.
